Consider Tariff Board Bill Friday.
Following a long conference with the

President this morning. Senator Smoot,
who is a member of the finance commit¬
tee of the upper house, said he expected
the committee to begin consideration of
the bill for a permanent tariff commis¬
sion Friday. The senator anticipates
several minor changes will be made in the
measure that recently passed the House.
The amendments will modify the in¬
quisitorial powers allowed the commis¬
sion.
To urge the appointment of Represent¬

ative Bennett of Kentucky as a member
of the Panama canal exposition commis¬
sion. Senator Bradley ami Representative
Langley conferred with the President to¬
day.
Sena'or Burrows paid a brief visit to the

White House this morning, and said as he
was leaving he expected a vote on the
Lorimer expulsion measure would be taken
in a few days.
Representative Samuel W. Smith was

another caller at the White House. He
said he did not discuss District affairs
with the President. Referring to the ac¬
tion of the House in voting against the
erection of a reformatory at Belvoir, Va.,
after a large sum of money had been ex¬
pended for the site. Mr. Smith said:
"That is one of the best arguments why
the District committee should settle all
appropriation matters relating to the Dis¬
trict of Columbia."

Beduces Chaplain's Sentence.
As a result of a court-martial in the

Philippines last year Chaplain Dallam
of the army was ordered dismissed from
the service. President Taft yesterday
decided to reduce the sentence to six
months' suspension. The chaplain made
gome remarks criticising Maj. Gen. Wil¬
liam P. Duvall. formerly in charge of the
Philippine division of the army. The
chaplain has been ordered to his home in
Minneapolis.
The chief executive yesterday declared

that what the country needed in the way
of preparation for possible war was not a
large standing army, but a strong nucleus
of thoroughly trained officers who could
easily whip into shape the rank and file
of an army. He made the statement in
expressing interest in the bill passed
Monday by the Senate to increase by 612
the number of officers in the army.
President Taft's confidence that lite

reciprocity and tariff commission plans
will be adopted by Congress by March 4
has punctured the extra session boom.
The President has been encouraged by
the numerous messages of congratulation
and assurances of support promised him
on the trade agreement by influential
business men throughout the country.
He will not hold out any threats to ob-

tain the ratification of the treaty at this
session, it is said, but will trust in the
legislators to enact the measure which he
believes will establish currents of com¬
merce to benefit both the United States
and Canada.

Pun REVEALS PLAN
' TO ESCAPE FROM JAIL

But One Bar Remained to Be
Cut When Authorities Re-I

ceived Warning.
CHARLOTTE. X. C, February 1..But

for the timely information conveyed to
the authorities by a prisoner in a neigh¬
boring cell, J. H. Sibley and R. C. Mas¬
ters, who are held In Mecklenburg jail by
order of the federal government to await
trial, charged with gigantic land fraud*,
would doubtless have been free men be¬
fore daylight.
But one steel bar lav between Masters

and Sibley and freedom at dark, when
the jailer and his officers, acting on the
Information received, descended upon
them, discovered the tools with which
they had been working and removed
them to another and *afer cell. The in¬
forming prisoner use.l a clever ruse to
foil the escape. He summoned a physi¬
cian on the plea of Illness, and through
him conveyed to the chief of the police
the information that the prisoners were
endeavoring to effect an escape. Imme¬
diate investigation followed, and saws
and other tools were found secreted in
the cell.
Further investigation developed the

fact that several while prisoners in ad¬
joining cells were to receive money for
asaisting in the delivery, and the money
has been paid them. Two women, claim¬
ing to be relatives of the prisoners, who
have recently visited them, are presumed
to have secreted the tools In bundles of
clothing brought to the prisoners.
Sibley and Masters were brought here

from Mississippi, where they were ar¬
rested after a chase of weeks by secret
service men, charged with promoting a
fraudulent resort heme of great pro¬
portions, and are being held for trial in
April.

Mil IS REFERRED
TO DISTRICT ATTORNEY

Four Real Estate Transactions
Brought to Attention of

Commissioners.

Following the receipt of a copy of four
real estate transactions taken from the
records of the recorder of deeds' office in
which the name of Samuel T. Kalbfus,
member of the board of assistant asses¬
sors, is mentioned, the Commissioners
expect to hear further from Representa¬
tive Bennet of New York, who promised
that he "would go further" in his ac¬
cusations of the District government and
especially the methods of assessment
now in vogue. The copy of the real es¬
tate transactions was sent yesterday to
the Commissioners by F. Oden Horst-
mann, who was discharged from his po¬
sition as clerk to the excise board last
fall. The Commissioners presume this is
in answer to their letter of last Octo¬
ber in which they asked Air. Horstmann
to put in writing any charges he had
against the assessor or the excise board.

No Aocompanying Explanation.
No explanation accompanied the copies

of the real estate transactions. The
Commissicsiers do not assume that
"charges" have been made against Mr.
Kalbfus. who has written a personal note
to the Commissioners, but refused to
discuss the matter for publication be¬
yond saying that Mr. Horstmann "would
probably attain his ambition if the mat¬
ter was given publicity."
The Commissioners will no* make any

investigation into the matter, as they be¬
lieve the law has provided for another
course of action. Under the act creating
the board of assistant assessors, it is
made a criminal offense for a member of
the board to "refuse or knowingly ne¬
glect to perform any duty enjoined 011
him by law, or who shall connive any
evasion of the provisions of the act.'"
The penalty in the law is a flve-hundred-
doilar fine, a year's imprisonment, or
both.

Referred to District Attorney.
Under that law, Commissioner Rudolph

explained today, the Horstmann letter
has been referred to the district attor¬
ney. He took pains to explain, however,
that the referring of the letter was by
no means suggestive of any wrongdoing.
F. Oden Horstmann's duties as clerk

to the excise board consisted in seeing,
that the saloons obeyed the excise law.
His appointment attracted attention be¬
cause of his social position in this city.
He was discharged by the excise board
last October, and promised at that time
to bring charges against the board of
assessors and the excise board.

Charges Misrepresentation
With the View of Defeating

His Immigration Bill.

According to a statement made by Rep¬
resentative Augustus Gardner of Massa¬
chusetts before the House committee on

rules today, steamship companies are

engaged in a campaign of misrepresenta¬
tion, with the idea of defeating proposed
legislation to restrict immigration. Mr.
Gardner is the author of a bill to com¬

pel all immigrants to submit to an edu¬
cational test. He appeared before the
rules committee to ask for a special rule
on his measure, so that he might get it
before the House at an early date.
The steamship companies, according to

Mr. Gardner, are being assisted In their
fight against his bill by tl\e brewers of
the country, who, being anxious to use

cheap labor from Germany, are endeav-'
01-ing to arouse opposition to the educa¬
tional test on the part of German-Amer¬
icans.
He also stated that the National Lib¬

eral Immigration League recently sent a

communication to its members announc¬

ing that it would temporarily drop its
campaign against the Gardner bill be¬
cause it had received satisfactory assur¬
ances from the National Capital that the
measure would not be considered at this
session of Congress.
Representative Dalzell of Pennsylvania

remarked during the hearing that "if
some members of the Hoyse believe in
the merits of this legislation, how would
they satisfy their consciences if they had
to vote against it for |>olitical reasons?"
"Some of us unfortunate persons find

that our consciences are not half as hard
to satisfy as our constituents," Mr. Gard¬
ner replied.
Champ Clark of Missouri made the

comment that this was one of the ljnest
epigrams he had ever heard.
Representatives Hayes of California and

Burnett of Alabama supported the Gard¬
ner bill, the Californian declaring that if
submitted to the House it would pass by
a majority of seventy.

FALLS SIX STORIES TO DEATH.

Believed That Young Woman Was
Walking in Her Sleep.

NEW YORK. February 1.Leaving the
side of her sleeping sister. Miss Nellie
Rutkay, a comely young woman of twen¬
ty-six, went to a rear window of her
home in West 140th street early today
and leaned to the ground, six stories be¬
low. Her lifeless body was found on the
stone flagging two hours later.
Miss Rutkay had been In poor health

for nearly a year. Relatives believe that
she may have been walking in her sleep
when she plunged to her death.

CAPT. LOGAN TUCKER RESIGNS.

WATER-POWER PROBLEM
UNDER PRESIDENT'S EYE

Taft Approves Plan to Lease
Sites for Public Lands for
Periods of Fifty Years.

President Taft this afternoon approved
a plan for the solution of the water-power
problems on public lands.
By the terms of the plan which was

formulated by representatives of the Ag¬
ricultural and Interior departments it is
proposed that the national government be
authorized to lease water-power sites for
periods not to exceed fifty years.
The statement issued by direction of

Mr. Taft sets forth that!
The principal points of the plan now

formulated are: That legislative au¬
thority be sought for issuing term leases
for periods not to exceed fifty years: that
these leases should contain stipulations
to protect the public against the limita¬
tion of output through delayed or partial
development: that a yearlj* rental charge
should be made, based on the amount of
power available: that violation of the con¬
ditions imposed or persistence in charging
consumers a rate declared excessive by
a state supreme court, shoud be ground
for the cancellation of the lease; that at
the expiration of the lease the lessee
should have a preference right to re¬
newal unless the government desires to
take possession of the property for pub¬
lic purposes, and that if the lessee fails
to secure a renewal either because the
government needs the land or because
anothet* applicant offers better terms, the
previous lessee shall be compensated for
the actual value of improvements on the
ground or allowed to remove such equip¬
ment as would have value when re¬

moved.
Will Not Force Occupant.

To prevent any attempt to disturb an

occupant or force him to buy out rights
secured under a mining or other claim it
is proposed that sites leased for power
development shall be excepted from the
effect of any law authorizing the pros¬
pecting, entering, locating or patenting
of lands under th- mining or other laws
which would permit their being taken up
by outside parties, except so far as such
action would not interfere with their use
for water-power development. In other
words, recognition of water-power de¬
velopment 011 power sites as the dominant
use would be made, but without prohibit¬
ing other use consistent with their
dominant use.
Under the same principle the plan pro¬

poses a method to permit of the reserva¬
tion of valuable water-power sites with¬
out tying up the development of large
areas of public land through power with¬
drawals. ft asks that the President be
given authority to designate lands of the
United States as valuable for water-
power development, whereby there may
be reserved in perpetuity to the United
States and its lessees all rights to the
occupancy and use of the land for water-
power purposes without otherwise re¬
stricting the operation of the present
public land laws.

President Submits New Plan.
The new plan has been submitted by

the President to Senator Nelson and Rep¬
resentative Mondell, chairman of the Sen¬
ate and House committees on public
lands. It was drawn up by Chief Fores¬
ter Graves, George P. McCabe, solicitor
of the Department of Agriculture, and
James B. Adams of the forester's office,
representing the Department of Agri¬
culture, and by Edward C. Finney, chief
law officer of the reclamation service:
Director Smith of the geological survey
and Commissioner Dennett of the general
land office, representing the Department
of the Interior.
Some suggestions have been made,

which will probably be adopted, for this
proposed bill, changing the form of the
provision looking to a forfeiture of the
leases for exorbitant public charges, and
securing a little more prompt action than
it is thought would be had by reference
to th® supreme court of the state.

SEEK CLUES IN EUROPE
IN THE ARNOLD CASE

Mother and Brother of Missing
Girl Now Carrying on

Search Abroad.

NEW YORK, February 1..Seekers of
Dorothy Arnold have turned to the old
world for a possible solution of her dis¬
appearance, despite the often-repeated
declaration of Francis R. Arnold, the
girl's father, that he believes she is dead.
This, the fifty-first day of the young

woman's absence, finds Mrs. Arnold, her
mother, somewhere in Europe, having
sailed for Havre January 5, accompanied
by her son, John Arnold. She is admit¬
tedly the heretofore unidentified woman
who called with John Arnold upon George
Griscom, jr., at Florence. Italy. Mr. Ar¬
nold's lawyers assert they have no clue
as to the whereabouts of Miss Arnold.
Folders of half a dozen steamship lines
have been found among Dorothy's papers.

Central Park Searched.
A portion of Central Park was gone

over yesterday by John S. Keith of the
law firm in a search for the young
woman. Mr. Keith says he is going
over the rest of the park today.
Maj. Sylvester yesterday afternoon

received a number of the illustrated
circulars issued by the New York po¬
lice department asking for assistance
in the search that is being made for
Miss Arnold. The circulars show three
pictures of the missing woman and give
a minute description of her.

HUNT NOT OPPOSED.

Judiciary Nominations Confirmed by
the Senate.

Five of President Taft's appoint¬
ments of United States circuit court
judges were confirmed by the Senate
yesterday afternoon. They included
William H. Hunt of Montana, against
whom a tight was made by Montana
land «wners; Robert W. Archbald of
Pennsylvania. Julian W. Mack of Illi¬
nois and John Emmett Carland of
South Dakota, who were named as ad¬
ditional judges to serve on the new'
commerce court. The other confirma¬
tion was that of Representative Walter
I. Smith of Iowa, who was named to
succeed Judge Willis Vfcn Devanter,
who was promoted to the Supreme
Court of the United States. Frank H.
Rudkin was also confirmed as United
States judge for the eastern district of
Washington.
Notwithstanding the contest made

against Judge Hunt in the committee
on Judiciary, confirmation was not op¬
posed in executive session of the Sen¬
ate.

In the case of Judge Smith of Iowa
a separate vote was demanded by Sen¬
ator Bristow. but the Kansas senator
was the only member recorded against
the confirmation.
Nothing now stands in tne way of

the organisation of the commerce
court. Martin A. Knapp. former chair¬
man of the interstate commerce com¬
mission, who was named as the pre¬
siding Judge of the new tribunal, wa»
confirmed before the holiday recess.

AFFAIRS OFDA R.
ON GRATIFYING BASIS

Amicable Srttlement of Differ¬
ences With Building Con¬
tractor Reported Today.

The national board of management of
the Daughters of the American Revolu¬
tion held a meeting this morning in the
Continental Memorial Hall. The most im¬
portant feature of the conference was

the report of Mrs. Matthew T. Scott, the
president general, on affairs connected
with the erection of the hall. Mrs. Scott
reported the amicable settlement with
Norcross Bros.' Company of Worcester,
who erected the Valhalla.
For some time there had been strained

relations between the board of manage¬
ment and the contractor, it Is said, and it
often seemed as if affairs would have to

be aired in court. It was at this juncture
that Mrs. Scott, reeling that neither she
nor her advisors in the society could ade¬
quately cope with the situation, asked the
aid of some prominent business men of
Washington, and. as reported by Mrs.
Scott, the result was that Charles C.
Glover, president of Riggs Bank, took up
the matter most energetically.

Advisory Board Formed.
An advisory board was formed to act

as a committee to the committee on the
Continental Hall. The members were

Messrs. Bernard R. Green, chairman;
Charles G. Glover. Gen. John M. Wil¬
son, Charles J. Bell, Henry B. F. Mac-
farland, William B. Hoover and Gen.
John C. Bates. Mr. Macfarland acted as
the legal counsel.
Those gentlemen held a number of meet¬

ings and so adjusted matters that Mrs.
Scott reported that the contract was

closed, with the most friendly feelings on
both sides, and that the entire matter
was considered to have been justly and
equitably settled. Mrs. Scott received
hearty congratulations on the friendly
settlement.
The board of management drew up reso¬

lutions thanking the advisory committee
and at noon adjourned until 2 o'clock,
when routine matters were considered.
Th* Continental Memorial Hall, to cost
something like $30<»,0no, has now been
turned over to the society without a

single detail left for adjustment
" It nas

been erected by the society without a

law suit or any of the troubles which
often confront those who erect great and
costly buildings.

Prompt Payments Made.
The mortgage against the hall is well

placed, It is declared, and the president
general reported that the interest was

being paid and that the principal is fast
melting under the generous contributions
made by the members. The hall is prac¬
tically furnished and only a few details
remain In its embellishment, such as the
completion of the state dining hall and
some few statues which are to be placed
in the niches.

NEW YORKSRAKEN
BY EXPLOSION OF

DYNAMITE BOAT

Immense black cloud shoot upward to a
great height eetimated at several hun¬
dred feet. This cloud reached its height
before the crash of the explosion was
heard by them.

Ellis Island Buildings Damaged.
Great damage at the government immi¬

gration station on Ellis Island was
caused by the explosion. Windows all
over the island were smashed to bits
and many employes were injured by the
fragments of flying glass.
It was most fortunate that no immi¬

grants were being handled at Ellis
Island. Three immense holes were to:n
In the hall where the immigrants are
Inspected. Each was at least ;:ox-5 feet,and had the hall been crowded, as it so
often is, ther^ undoubtedly would have
been heavy loss of lite from falling ma¬
terial.
The force of the explosion blew out

glass windows and doors on a large num¬
ber of buildings from Cortlandt street
down to the Battery. Show windows were
shattered and passing pedestrians cov¬
ered with broken glass. Goods on ex¬
hibit in the windows were scattered over
the streets and the shop people rushed
out to gather up their stocks from be¬
neath the feet of the curious crowds
that gathered <juickly, ignorant of the
cause of the explosion and making in¬
quiries of t use inside.
The whoio front of Henderson's seed

house, on Cortland street, was blown out
and many window panes in the Hudson
terminal buildings were shattered.

Panic in Singer Building
There was much excitement In the tall

Singer building. Some people who were
in the tower at the time say they felt
a perceptible sway.
There were no window panes broken

In the tower, but several windows in
the main building were blown in. After
the shock of the explosion there was
a rush for the elevators in the Singer
building and for a time the cars were
taxed to their capacity.
A large plate glass window in the

cafe Savarian was blown in, and sev¬
eral diners sitting near the front of
the cafe narrowly escaped injury. Po¬
lice reserves were quickly stationed in
front of many big buildings to pre¬
serve order and warn pedestrians about
broken glass.
The full force of the explosion was

felt at the Immigrant landing station
on Ellis Island.

Story of Eye-Witness.
The only connected story of the explo¬

sion which has yet been told is that of

James Yynne, a weigher for W. H.
Brown & Company, of 10 Exchange place.
New York. He was weighing bones that
made up the cargo of the barge Ingrid.
At the time of the explosion Wynne and
his aid. Edward Hanlon. employed by
the firm of Lister & Company, chemists,
were at work on a framework built out
above the deck qf the vessel.
"I was finishing up my work for the

noon shift," he said. 'I stood on my lit¬
tle framework looking over the harbor.
I saw a small powder boat.I do not
know her name.pull into pier 5 and an¬
chor there. I knew that she was a pow¬
der boat, because she carried a red flag.
She tied up to the pier, and men began to
run back and forth.
"They seemed to be carrying dynamite

from freight cars that were standing
close at hand. These cars bore a sign
'Inflammable.' I knew that meant they
were loaded with explosives.
"I was not at all afraid of anything

happening. I have seen powder boats
many times before, but I stood there
idly watching the little boat and the run¬
ning men.
"All at once there was a flash of flame.

That little boat disappeared before my
eyes. I felt myself being carried through
the air. 1 do not know what happen*!
